Aulus Grebnerus was here in England with Queen Elizabeth, Amo, 
x582. and preſented her with a fair Manuſcript in Latin, deſcrib- 
ing therein the Future Hiſtory of Exrope, here and there Limning 
it 11 Water Colours. Some principal paſſages, 

Door Nevil, Clerk of the Cloſer, being in favour with the Queen, ob- 
tained this Book of her, and beſtowed it on the Library of 7riniry Colledgein 
Cambridge,where it hath been publiſhed to the View of all perſons , till by 
much Uling, and ill Handling, it was much lard and defaced ; a true Copy 
of which I here preſent you with, v2z.

5 E Lyon of the Houſe of Burgandy having gotten the Empire, will 
ſegk to build a ſure Neſt for his Young, bur it ſhall not befor there 
ſhall ariſe a certain Man near Aquifgrave of the Rhine , who being Choſen, 
ſhall Reſtore the Apoſtolick Diſcipline , and in the third Incurſion of time, 
ſhall prevail and do great Things , and there ſhall be of his Race to the day 


of Judgment.
